“You believe then, that there is material 
differences in the races of men; that these 
difference are of consequence?” 

Before Disraeli might answer, the Shade 
of John Ruskin, reclining in an arm chair 
nearby, broke in: “Race is precisely of as 
much consequence in man,” he said. “as it 
is in any other animal.” (2) 

Sir Francis Galton, who had quietly join- 

ed the group at the table, nodded approving- 
ly in the direction of the great sociologist 
and art critic. 
“John is right,” he declared emphatically. 
“The instincts and faculties of different men 
and races differ in a variety of ways almost 
as profoundly as these of animals in differ- 
ent cages of the zoological gardens.” (3) 

Shades, attracted by the discussion, drew 
their chairs closer to the tables, or stood 
in groups around the speakers. 

“But,” interjected the first Shade. “what 
about these rabble rousers the A.D.L. is 
always lambasting? This bulletin declares 
that anti-Semitic bigots are vigorously op-

Charles Lamb, anticipating Bonaparte’s 





stinging retort, spoke quickly. “I have, in 
the abstract,” he said, “no disrespect for 
Jews. They are a piece of stubborn antiquity, 
compared with which Stonehenge is in its 
nonage. They date beyond the pyramids. 
But I should not care to be in habits of 
familiar intercourse with any of that 
nation.” (6) 

Thomas Jefferson, who had been listen- 
ing quietly while appearing to be engrossed 
in a copy of his writings, glanced at Napo- 
leon. “Their system was deism,” he said. 
“That is, belief of only one God. But their 
ideas of Him and of His attributes were 
degrading and injurious.” (7) 

Disraeli, obviously irritated by the frank- 
ness of the speakers, arose from his chair 
and with his hands locked behind him, 
addressed the assembled Shades as though 
he were again before the benches in the 
House of Commons. “They are an ancient 
people.” he declared proudly, if defiantly. 
“A famous people, an enduring people, and 
a people who in the end have generally 
attained their objects. I hope parliament 
may endure forever, and sometimes I think 
it will; but I cannot help remembering the 
Jews have outlived Assyrian Kings, Egyptian

The Shade of Louis D. Brandeis had el- 
bowed its way to Disraeli’s side early in the 
discussion and had followed the debate with 
scowling intensity. Disraeli had resumed his 
seat. The former United States Justice 
placed his hand on the Prime Minister’s 
shoulder as though to silence him.

those around the table joined in his laughter. 
(13) 

“Seriously,” said the First Shade, when 
the merriment had subsided, “i¢ may be a 
question of sheer prejudice. Is it possible 
that we are all more guided by prejudice 
than wisdom?” 

No one spoke for several seconds, each 
Shade apparently weighing the question 
carefully. The twilight erept across the room

“What I most desire,” he replied, “would 
be the segregation of the white and black 
races.” (15) 

Disraeli glanced up quickly at Brandeis, 
and a murmur of surprise ran around the 
table. 

“But,” remonstrated the second Shade, 
“You freed them! Did you not make them 
politically and socially our equals?” __ —--- 

The Civil War President shook his head 
slowly and an expression of melancholy 
deepened the wrinkles of his face. 

“Free them, and make them politically 
and socially our equals?” 

He seemed to be echoing a question pro- 
pounded many years before. 

“My own feelings will not admit of this,” 
he said slowly. “And if mine would, we well 
know that those of the great mass of whites 
will not . . . I protest against the counter- 
feit logic which concludes that, because I 
do not want a black woman for a slave I 
must necessarily want her for a wife. I need 
not have her for either. F can just leave her 
alone. In some respects she certainly is not 
my equal; but in her natural right to eat the 
bread she earns with her own hands with- 
out asking leave of any one else, she is my 
equal, and the equal of all others.” (16) 

The Shades fell silent for several seconds. 
The statement of the Great Emancipator 
came to most of them as a startling: revela- 
tion. Many of the American Shades were 
pondering the consternation Lincoln’s words 
might have on the current members of the 
Supreme Court of the United States. Thomas 
Jefferson chuckled a little. 

“I said practically the same thing in my 
‘Autobiography’,” he said. “Here, lef me 
read it to you. ‘Nothing is more certainly 
written in the book of fate, than that tliese 
people are to be free; nor is it less certain 
that the two races, equally free, cannof live 
in the same government.

“Why F told 
Abe that a long time ago,” he said: “We 
were having a debate in Ottowa, Hiinois, 





August 22, 1858. Remember Abe? F said: 
I am opposed to negro citizenship in any 
and every form. I believe that the govern- 
ment of the United States was made by 
white men for the benefit of white men and 
their posterity forever’,” 

“If my memory serves me correctly,” 
-observed Shade Number Two, “Mr. Eincoln 
agreed with you. Isn't that true, Abe?” 

Lincoln nodded: his head affirmatively. 
_“} had no purpose to introduce political ard 
social ity between the white and black 
races,” he declared; directing himself more 
particularly to Douglas than the others. 
“There is a physical difference between the 
two, which, in my judgment, will probably 
forever forbid their living together upon the 
footing of perfect equality; and inasmuch 
as it becomes a necessity that there must 
be a difference, I am in favor of the race 
to which I belong having the superior posi- 
tion.”

Benjamin Franklin, who had been gianc- 
ing through the A.D.L bulletins, laid them 
aside. “Some of you may remember,” he 
said quietly, peering at the company over 
the rims of his spectacles, “that I observed 
back in 1753 that it was a mistake to plant 
the sons of Africa in America. In those days 
we had so fair an opportunity, by excluding 
all blacks and tawnys, of increasing the 
lovely white and red. But perhaps I am 
partial to the complexion of my country, 
for such kind of partiality is natural to man- 
kind.”

Shade Number Two. “But what about your 
Declaration of Independence and its flat 
statement that all men are created equal?” 

Jefferson inclined his head in the direc- 
tion of the Great Emancipator, as though 
yielding the response to a better authority. 
Lincoln roused himself as from a revery. 

“I think the authors of the Declaration 
of Independence intended to include ALL 
men,” he said. “But they did not intend to 
declare all men equal in all respects.” (19)
